Besidu the expreseion of their 
lympathy, it wu alen a lource of gratlBcation to them 
that they were enabled to extend *oui* active miLsi.

What d, yoq 
pray for? k O Lord,' say* you, *I atk thee, In tha 
name of leiui O riet to hedge up the way of oar 
enemies, thit they mar never oome hare.* Wi had to 
send some three thousand men to fulfil yntre pftyen. 
Who ii going ti fljht tht bittlii of the Isvd if not 
his people? They .tare got to Hand in defenn* nf hia 
kingdom ind church of Gutl in the laat days." 

Under thtae eircinnittncei, we do not wonder that 
tha prophets, one and til, ebctild till upon tht saints 
to wake up at length, and "do what they were 
ordered, right at wrong," and that Brighten, in a 

ill of despetttirin, should etctaira :— " Soaae are 
very amlnna that I thonld have virion*. I hive 
all that the Lord gift* to me, and all lhat he 
Xeefjebick be may. for that is no concern of mine. We 
are no the old *hl n Zion, and if Qod ia not at lb* helm 
the old thip will wreck and go lo the devil. Aa for 
my taking charge of the kingdom of ftod on earth, ex- 
olurfvely and independent of direction from Heaven, 
I shall nnl do any such thing. If the Lord doe* not 
direct the old ship, and act aa captain and pilot. It will 
go tn detlruotinn, snd I care cot bow o/iick." 

The .tin Fnmniias fltrtiti tskea a very hopeful view 
of the position of affairs amongst the Mormons, con- 
cluding an article On tho subject thua :—" Brigham 
Young must now be considered aa mated tn his own 
lulls, and hb) great object will probshly be to destroy 
Mali Lake City, and retreat from Utah. He cannot go 
South, for It Is oJetr that Mexico will not give him 
abetter, aa there It no religions toleration in that 
country, and Maroaalsra could And no bitterer 
foee than tha Max [cane. II* cannot go Bast, and 
still lets to the YYest- His mil r way of retreat, there- 
fore, will be to the Norln, In which cat? he 
will doubllssa enter tha Wslla Walla country, and 
other parts of Northern and Western Oregon This 
probability has bean foreseen by Oanaral Clarke, and 
hia virwa dispatched to heAd-qtiart*r* sometime, since. 
It it, therefore, nol unlikely that the next mail from 
tbe But will bring lhat officer some interesting order,, 
Islative to the railing tnd furnishing tha rtqalilt* 
protection fot that section of tht country.'' 

MEXICO. 

This unhappy republic It again planned into tht 
revolutionary rnaelatroia, whioh loemi to bt tbe only 
perm snout Feature in iha hiatory of thtt wretched 
oouctry. Oottonfort hat ratted hi ma elf to be pro. 
el siraed dictitor, diuolred ihe miterabl* abortion of a 
Oongrell, oo reposed it It wot of fact™ isle tnd block, 
heads : Imprisoned the Judge* of the Supreme Oonrt, 
who were secretly Inltniotln g tht populace ao treason 
and rebellion, and, it iht point of th* bayonet, estab- 
lished a sound!, composed of two metnberi Joan prin- 
cipal and one substitute} frorn each state of the eon. 
hderacy, or by whatever other name that distracted 
country ein bt denominated. Ha hit alto Old lined 
that taid Kraeeil, an ntnpoeet, thall in three mouth*' 
tint submit t new constitution for acceptance, or 
rejection by the people, who trt to evpteu their lenia 
of in merit hy vote. Should It receive a majority of 
the popular vote, f en it will ha the eotttiiiution of 
the errantry t but, If otherwise, them it u to be re- 
modelled tooordlng to the rltwi of the majority— pro- 
viding they cao he enuit tn agrei. 

As might have been expected, the Crouwelliin 
course pursued by Comlnfcrt hit been violently op- 
posed by those who tlaini la be the special guardians 
Of papula,- liberty, hut who ire, nemthllt**, tht Vary 
p sr lias thtt bare moat sontunllv kept the country in 
revolution, and by their mlterable Intrigue*, rendered 
abortive any attempt to crest* t reverence and regard 
for law. In hi* paai hitlMy, CWlnfcrt hat given too 
rAatlf erltkOAet of alrieei* lost* tut hia unhappy 
country, tnd displayed, too great a 1 1sr eg ltd for the 
rner* possession of. potrer, 10 he stinted lightly of 
fostering atsbitions designs ot a purely; personal 
character. Bdt a ihoft time alnee, h* InitlaSrd 
the mutt liberal and enlightened goiemi&eut 
that ever txltled in Men is, and was tbramott In 
pressing on the acceptance of the nation whatever g*r* 
pencils* of liberating them from the ruinona and 
euicida) policy that had become chronic. These efforti 
on hii part wer* mat with seditions, cabals, intriguaa, 
and open-Brined rebellion in man* portion* of th* 
country. Disappointed military chieftains gathered 
the rag- tag arid bob -tail of the Meaictn rabble, and 
nnfntled the Hag of treason ind anarchy In several 

tiarta of Ihe republic.. The representatives in Congress 
n such antes at had revolted played * double game, 
and as long at their pertant remained it the Capitol 
as hostages for their loyalty, lhey outwardly pretended 
tn ignore the lets of thtst military bandit*, but the 
Instant thsy were liberated, they lest no limn In join. 
Ing theU rehelllotsi standards. In thia despicable 
trja&rier the affaire of the Mexican, nation continued for 
ion* lime, disorder srerywhert, anarchy and misrule 
rampant throughout tbe republic. At length a large 
ptity, deterinlrttd thtt it would hi belter to let-ili 
Santa Aunt at one*. Propoaeii arere mod* to him, hit 
ittt.rig.ies with Spain became temporarily impended, 
and preparati„na made forhisreeeption and triumphant 
resumption of the reigni of government. Slill another 
party had determined to throw thsmsrlvss into the 
aema of Spain, and to g)v* pretext for operation on 
tba part of the 8paniih government, had provoked it'lo 
tocb an extent, that a large expedition was got ready 
lur tha immediate execution of the projeat, which was 
to ht extensively aided hy the co-operation of the dit- 
atTtoted io Uexito. At thit critical lunotnrs, Com >o- 
fnrt readily perceived that th* powera canf erred on him 
as president was not sufficient lo meet the exigencies 
of the time. Opposed hy the clergy oil tht oxe band, 
and hy a doxen faattoue cltuuee on the other, destitute 
of money, and unassisted by Congress; a portion of 
th* army I- ope* revolt, and th* lemainini portion far 
ftom relish!*. ht clearly saw that unlet* 
a desperate remedy weto found, hit dls- 
country tntrst toon elitably become the 



pray to alill greater diaoord than bed tree existed 
even in her history. Incapsbla of Severn in* ihsrs- 
eelrca, mnp one must undertake the ungrsulotH task 
jiF*.i earn ing and k-rplng rhetn In order, despite their 
objections. In thit condition of affsirs. far frnm *h*n* 
dimint the helm uf Stale, a* weaker men would hav* 
done, Coruoufort nerved hfmaelf cothe task, and deter- 
mined 1 to make one desperate attempt to restore peace. 
At the betel of a few faithful followers, coalman, ted" 
hy a weil-known patriot. Qeoernt Zuluaga, ht dis- 
solved the woerhleas ftithlete Oongrete, sboltihed Ihe 
rniserabla constitution whioh had been iht fruitful 
source of ao much disorder, and assumed diotatorttl 
control until a constitution suited to tbe rrqoimnent* 
t.f the nalii.n unuld be passed tnd ad,, pud by the 
voice of the people. Aa might be expected, euch a 
course waa far from agrapibTe to thi facllonisia, and 
they Immediately leagued together to ornsh his b dd 
effort*, and aonght to bind the igqora-it ni^aa s .nttle true 
nature of their oppoain.Hi by ehargicg U imoufort with 
attempting its subvert the llbprtii* nf the nation— is 
if eypr they bad any liberty in besuhver ctl, or enloTcd 
any tight of which lhey h-td t.ut pnarioualy been dii* 
nnsspaaed by the very patliea nnw moat eager in pro- 
ducing rile clamour. That hia sfTnrt will Its , v- o r n illy 
auaceseful we are diaptiaed to credit, and Cn the follow- 
ing reasnoa : — The Stitoi of U«xn».
